Supervisors gear hearings to 'zero tax increase'

The Board of Supervisors zeroed in Wednesday on a target of achieving a “zero tax 
increase” for 1976-’77 fiscal year as it opened two weeks of public budget hearings in 
the County Administration Building in Santa Barbara. 
At the aid of the first all-day session, County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd said 
his computations showed the board had just about erased the estimated 24-cent boost 
in the proposed *99.5 million county budget for the fiscal year starting July I. 
Slashes in welfare funding were brought about as Board chairman Frank J. Frost 
said he felt the county should cut out all unnecessary welfare expense and “take care 
of our own citizens first,” implying many welfare checks were going to an influx of 
outsiders attracted to this county. 
Some welfare revenue items totaling under $900,000 were reduced, however, partly 
to offset the savings from slashes in administration costs. The board reduced budget 
approporations $712,000 the first day. 
Floyd lauded supervisors for bringing about an approximate $2 million added fund 
in fund balances for the year ending June 30, pointing out this savings could be at­ 
tributed in part at least to the freeze on positions and fixed asset spending imposed in 
January. 
The County Taxpayers Assn., Tax-Ac ti on, Inc., and the County Farm Bureau all 
called on the board to cut county Spalding and relieve the property owner of the 
mounting tax burden. The Taxpayers Assn. felt the proposed $95.5 million budget 
could be adjusted to a total of $5.6 million to help the taxpayer. 
There were these major developments: 
— Floyd said he could project at this time an increase of about $2 million to the 
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previous projection of $2 million in county fund balances June 20 to benefit next 
year’s budget. This in itself could well wipe out the projected 24-cent tax boost in the 
proposed budget, he said. 
— Projection of a $100 million increase in the assessed valuation of the county, as 
compared with $80 million increase envisioned when the proposed budget was drawn 
up. This could mean the county’s revenue next year from property taxes would be 
well above the $2 million increase seen earlier. 
— Slashed the county’s general relief account in the welfare budget £00,000. The 
sum of $426,600 was requested and recommended for the coming year. 
— An added 21 Welfare Department positions may be cut from the recommended 
budget of $6.5 million for administration. The recommended budget showed 62 fewer 
positions, and it was noted there are 104 vacant positions in the department as the 
result of state cost controls, difficulty in filling positions, and other reasons. 
— Voted to consolidate the civil defense office into the administrative office at this 
time and to have an “adequate” civil defense plan formulated. Other consolidation 
proposals hanging fire include those to consolidate the veterans’ service office into 
some other office, and consolidation of the Office of Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
into Planning Department. 
— Seemed prepared to pay out at least $990,000 in salary boosts for county 
employes on the basis of a general 3 per cent pay boost offered to the various county 
employe groups for their memberships and unrepresented employes, including 
department heads and assistant department heads. The Social Services Union, Local 
535, has given tentative agreement, but the County Employes Assn., largest employe 
group, has rejected it at this time. County Deputy Sheriff’s Assn. and County 


Firefighters Assn. are also continuing bargaining along with county government at­ 
torneys, it was understood. Board chairman Frank Frost said the pact offered the 
Social Services Union also included transfer of certain election holidays to vacation 
periods, so that county offices could remain open on election days. Floyd said it was 
estimated that for every additional one per cent salary boost the cost to the county 
was about $130,000 in salaries and benefits, and about 3.44 cents on the tax rate. 
— Approved recommended $4.8 million County Mental Health Services budget, of 
which $347,410 is county’s share. Funding includes alcoholism program. 
— Approved Santa Barbara County General Hospital budget of $3.2 million when 
Health Care Services director Lawrence Hart warned board his department “cannot 
half operate the hospital” when Supervisor Robert Kallman said he “boggled” at the 
cost and couldn't support the budget. The vote in favor was 3-2 with Kallman and 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher also against approval. The county is considering closure 
of the acute inpatient unit at Santa Maria Hospital for economic reasons and if so will 
contract with a private hospital there to care for indigent cases. 
— Deferred decision on fate of Santa Maria Hospital until Monday. 
— Reduced $348,000 from Medi-Cal Assistance program budget recommended at 
$7.8 million. 
— Approved animal control, county veterinarian, health and air pollution control 
budgets as recommended. 
The supervisors continue all-day budget sessions today and Friday starting at 9 
a.m. and 1:30 p.m., and resume next Tuesday at 9 a.m. Supervisors hold their weekly 
board meetings on Mondays. They hope to wind up hearings June 18 and adopt the 
budget. 
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BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Lebanese 
President Suleiman Franjieh, a right­ 
wing Christian leader, vowed today to 
“fight” any Arab peace-keeping force 
that enters Lebanon “with all our means 
and resources.” 
Franjieh issued his warning as fighting 
between Syria and its Palestinian and 
leftist opponents died down on Leba­ 
non's four war fronts with a “de facto 
truce” taking effect. But Arab efforts to 
arrange a formal cease-fire foundered on 
the key issue of a Syrian withdrawal. 
Franjieh, a leader of the hard-line 
Christian right who has refused to step 
down as president despite the election of 
a successor, rejected two Arab League 
resolutions calling for a six-nation force 
to enter Lebanon and keep the peace. 
“The resolutions...are not valid and 
not binding,” Franjieh said in a cable to 
Arab League Secretary General Mah- 
moud Riad. “Lebanon will resist with all 
its means and resources any Arab force 
that enters its territory against its will 
and without its prior agreement.” 
Other Christian chieftains, who have 
generally supported Syria’s 10-day-old 
invasion of Lebanon, joined Franjieh in 
condemning the League plan. 
“There is a de facto truce,” a Palest!- 
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passes budget: 
$12.9 billion 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
today narrowly passed its $12.88 billion 
version of the state budget, setting the 
stage for negotiating a final spending 
package with the Assembly. 
The Senate budget was $140 million 
more than requested by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. but smaller than the rival $13 
billion bill approved by the Assembly. 
The vote was 27-8, the exact two-thirds 
majority needed for passage. 
The budget will be directed to a two- 
house conference committee where law­ 
makers face a couple of the year’s most 
ticklish issues — the fate of the 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board and 
Brown’s proposal for flat $70 monthly 
pay raises for government workers. 
While fatter than the budget originally 
submitted by Brown for the fiscal year 
beginning July I, the Senate version still 
contained a projected surplus of roughly 
$665 million as a cushion against other 
spending legislation or a downturn in the 
economy. 
Rare June 
rain falls 


Stormy skies dropped a fractional inch 
of rain on most areas in Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez Valleys last night and this 
morning — and sent pundits to the record 
books. It was a rare rain in June. 
A spokesman at Burpee Farms on 
Floradale Avenue in Lompoc, said it was 
only the lith time it has rained in June 
since the agriculture company began to 
keep records in 1913. 
About one-tenth of an inch of rain was 
recorded in Santa Ynez Valley and sl­ 
ightly more than that in Lompoc. 
Skies continued cloudy today with 
patches of blue sky and warm sun.

nian officer said. “Not a shot has been 
fired in anger all day. But there’s no 
word of any actu al c e a se -fir e 
agreement.” 
Syria has agreed to accept a truce 
arranged through Libyan, Algerian and 
Arab League mediation, Damascus radio 
said. But truce talks between leftist 
leaders and Libyan Premier Maj. Abdel 
Salam Jalloud broke down in angry argu­ 
ments over whether the more than 12,000 
Syrian troops in Lebanon should be 
forced to leave. 
Christian leaders flatly rejected 
mediation efforts, saying other Arab 
countries were “meddling” in Lebanese 
affairs. “It is about time Lebanon 
withdrew from the Arab League, the 
right-wing Cedars Guard group declared. 
Syrian tanks and troops remained 
halted in their tracks by a combination of 
surprisingly tough leftist resistance and 
diplomatic pressure from other Arab 
states. 
Clashes in the rugged central moun­ 
tains 12 miles east of the capital, around 
the ancient southern port of Sidon and on 
the outskirts of northern Tripoli eased 
after a day of deadly artillery duels 
between Syrian and leftist gunners. 
In Beirut, rightist and leftist heavy 
guns thundered overnight in what local 
newspapers were now calling the 
“traditional war” — the 14-month battle 
between Lebanese Moslems and Chris­ 
tians — adding to the 24-hour toll of more 
than 220 dead and 550 wounded before the 
guns fell still. 
In Moscow, Western diplomats said 
the Soviet Union’s “hands off Lebanon” 
warning was its toughest yet on the 
situation there but they declined to 
characterize it as “threatening or saber- 
rattling.” The Soviets in the warning is­ 
sued Wednesday called for a cease-fire 
and for the first time publicly con­ 
demned the Syrian intervention in 
Lebanon.

The 48-year-old Mrs. Black, ambas­ 
sador to Ghana since September, 1974, 
will be the first woman to hold the post 
which directs the pomp and circum­ 
stance of the President’s dealings with 
visiting foreign leaders and diplomats. 
Ford, in a statement, said he also is 
nominating her for the rank of ambas­ 
sador.

More Democratic leaders 
on Carter bandwagon

Jimmy Carter, unknown to most Americans a few months 
ago, today looks like a first-ballot winner of the Democratic 
presidential nomination, while President Ford still faces a 
tough battle with Ronald Reagan on the Republican side. 
Several Democratic leaders, including Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley and Alabama Gov. George Wallace, endorsed 
Carter Wednesday after a primary season that saw the 
former Georgia governor win 19 of 32 contests. 
Philadelphia Mayor Frank L. Rizzo, who previously 
backed Henry Jackson and controls 27 convention delegates, 
today joined the crowd and endorsed Carter. 
But Louisiana Gov. Edwin Edwards today endorsed Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. and threw his state’s 19 uncommitted 
delegates to the California governor after the two met. 
Edwards said, “The opinion of the delegates was unanimous 
that it would not be in the best interest of the state to jump 
on the Carter bandwagon. We feel there is still a possibility 
that, however slight, the convention may remain open.” 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey’s hopes of winning the nomination 
in a deadlocked convention faded and the 1968 nominee, say­ 
ing Carter is “virtually certain to be our party’s nominee,” 
disavowed any effort to have himself nominated. 
As a result of 28 GOP primaries —16 won by the President 
and 12 by Reagan — the two Republicans remained nearly 
deadlocked in delegate strength. It might be August before 
the nation knows whether Ford will be the first president to 
be denied a nomination since Republican Chester Alan 
Arthur fell short in 1884. 
However, Ford expressed confidence he will have the 
required 1,130 delegates by the start of the Kansas City con­ 
vention. He emerged from the primaries with 911 delegates 
to Reagan’s 860. 


Sen. Henry Jackson, knocked out after the April 27 
Pennsylvania primary, urged fellow Democrats to “get 
behind Governor Carter, who now has enough votes to win 
the nomination,” and indicated he will formally release his 
delegates next week. 
Wallace and Jackson had 416 delegates and Daley 
commanded 86. Those delegates plus the 1,122 Carter won in 
the primaries would push the Georgian’s total to 1,624. The 
nomination requires 1,505. 
“The ball game is over,” said Daley, who suggested that 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson HI, who ran at the head of the Daley 
ticket, be chosen as Carter’s running mate. 
Carter, clad in denim work clothes on his Georgia peanut 
farm, said the nomination could be denied him only “through 
some catastrophe.” He said he is considering a score of vice 
presidential possibilities but will disclose his choice only 
after being nominated in New York next month. 
Wallace, who once termed Carter “a warmed-over McGo­ 
vern,” was the first candidate to endorse the leader. Wallace 
said he sought no deals with Carter and asked only that he be 
“one of the finest presidents we’ve ever had.” 
California Gov. Jerry Brown, who entered the race late 
and won 213 delegates, vowed to keep campaigning “as long 
as it makes sense.” Fresh from a lopsided win in his home 
state, Brown planned to meet with Louisiana Gov. Edwin 
Edwards at Baton Rouge in hopes of picking up uncommitted 
delegates. 
Sen. Frank Church said he apparently had entered the 
Democratic race too late but would spend a few days trout- 
fishing before conceding defeat. 
Florida Gov. Reubin Askew, who has backed Jackson, said 
he will support Carter as soon as Jackson releases his 
delegates 
South Vietnamese to try anti-Reds 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) - South 
Vietnam said today it will bring to trial 
some of the 40,000 Vietnamese, now held 
in re-education camps, who fought 
against the Communists during the Viet­ 
nam war. 
Hanoi Radio said punishment would be 
handed out to "those who stubbornly 
refuse to re-educate themselves” and 
“those who have actively served the U.S. 
imperialists owing blood debts to the 
people." 
The broadcast, monitored in Bangkok, 
was the first time since the end of the 
war that any official Communist state­ 
ment had spoken of punishment for pro- 


American Vietnamese. 
It did not mention the number of men 
and women who would be tried and 
punished. 


According to the broadcast com­ 
munique, 95 per cent of former soldiers 
and civil servants, who reported for re­ 
education, have been released from the 
camps and have recovered full 
citizenship rights. 
As for the other 5 per cent —■ earlier 
broadcasts have mentioned a figure of 
40,000 - they “should attend 'a re­ 
education course in a three-year 
period.” Hanoi Radio said. 


It said those who refused to reeducate 
themselves would be “judged by state 
law.” 
At least 32 former generals are known 
to be in re-education camps along with 
senior civil servants and senior and 
junior officers who performed intel­ 
ligence, propaganda and infantry duties 
against the Communists during the 
war. 
In the panicky U.S. evacuation of April 
29, 1975, the Americans were forced to 
abandon many generals, senior civil ser­ 
vants and their fam ilies. Others 
remained in Vietnam by choice. 


U.S. urges 
reforms 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) - The United 
States proposed a series of reforms to­ 
day that would make the Organization of 
American States more responsive to the 
wishes of the foreign ministers. 
Just before he left for Mexico on his 
way back to Washington, Secretary (rf 
State Henry Kissinger left a paper mak­ 
ing four basic suggestions on the reform 
of the OAS charter: 
— General Assembly sessions such as 
this one would be held more frequently, 
last longer, and they would take over 
much of the authority held by the staff of 
the organization. 
— The separate councils which deal 
with such things as culture and education 
would be abolished. 
— The national assessment system 
would be changed so that — in the words 
of a U.S. official 
one nation would not 
"indefinitely” have to pay two-thirds of 
the OAS costs. The United States now 
pays 66 per cent of the OAS budget. 
— The United States also proposed that 
the organization, like the United Na­ 
tions, apply the principle of universal 
membership, which means that any 
state which wants to could become a 
member. This would not change the 
situation with Cuba, since Cuba is a 
member, but does not participate in OAS 
business. 
Kissinger’s trip to Mexico gave him a 
chance to meet one of the foreign 
ministers absent from the Santiago 
meeting. 
Deep space 
dust problem 
is corrected 


PASADENA (UPI) - Scientists trying 
to meet the July 4th target for putting a 
life-seeking capsule on Mars made a 
delayed course correction today, solving 
a dust problem in deep space 
“All indications are at the moment 
that everything is okay,’’ project 
manager Jim Martin said early today. 
“ All indications are that the 
spacecraft performed nominally ” 
The course correction command 
radioed to the Viking I spacecraft 
Wednesday night was released by its 
computer at 4 a m PDT. 
The correction had been delayed for 15 
hours by a problem with a leaky valve, 
prevented from closing by a trapped 
speck of dust 
Martin said information about the leak 
itself would be sent back from the 
spacecraft later today. 


The course change was needed to 
nudge Viking I, more than 500 million 
miles from Earth and closing fast on 
Mars, onto a flight path over Chryse, the 
chosen landing site on the northern Mar­ 
tian plains. 


Viking I is supposed to go into orbit 
around Mars and send its lander, 
designed to seek out traces of past or 
present life, down to the planet’s surface 
July 4th, the 200th anniversary of the 
founding of the United States.

Tuesday's primary election 
makes imprint on history

Elections have come and 
gone in Santa Barbara County 
in upwards of a century or 
more, but the June 8 Primary of 
1976 is likely to etch itself into 
the record books in several 
ways. 
Here are a few of the happen­ 
ings that have old-line politicos 
and others with political savvy 
buzzing in the wake of the 
tabulations of Wednesday mor­ 
ning: 


— County supervisor can­ 
didates topping the vote in all 
three districts where incum­ 
bents are retiring have backing 
of environmental forces within 
the county. They are William 
Wallace, 36-year-old Goleta 
Valley veterinarian, who won 
the Third District post outright 
with 58 per cent of the votes 
cast; Santa Barbara City Coun­ 
ci lm a n 
Leo 
M artinez, 
plasterers’ union official, who 
was the big vote-getter in the 
First District and was backed 
by retiring, slow-growth Super­ 
visor Frank J. Frost; and 
Robert Hedlund, former Lom­ 
poc school teacher who showed 
formidable strength in leading 
the Fourth District aspirants 
including the favored Robert C. 
Lilley and former Lompoc 
Mayor Art Scott. 
— Victories by Martinez and 
Hedlund, conservationist forces 
are quick to point out, will give 
their side a 3-2 majority on the 
Board of Supervisors since time 
immemorial. But the big votes 
for the three are expected, also, 
to galvanize pro-business and 
pro-growth 
e l e m e n ts 
throughout the county into a 
major campaign to stop such a 
happening in the November 
runoff elections. 
— For the first time, Isla 
Vista will have its own county 
supervisor. Wallace resides in 
the university community 
hailed as the county’s counter­ 
culture capital 
The clean­ 
shaven Wallace appeared to 
re c e iv e stro n g su p p o rt 
throughout Goleta Valley 
precincts, in addition to Isla 
Vista community. He is 
chairman of the Goleta County 
Water District board which has 
kept the lid on water use in 
high-urbanized Goleta Valley, 
still under a water moratorium 
— The tradition that the higher 
judgeship posts are for life in 
this county as elsewhere could 
be broken in the case of 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd 
C. Dodson. Running on a 81,500 
campaign, aggressive young 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce 
Dodds has come out of nowhere 
to challenge.

Disappointed GOP 
voters eye Carter 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A large 
number of Republican voters 
who supported President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan in Tues­ 
day’s primaries say they would 
vote for Democrat Jimmy 
Carter in November if their 
GOP choice loses the nomina­ 
tion, according to surveys in 
California, Ohio and New 
Jersey. 
At the same time, the surveys 
found Carter would win back 
two-thirds of the Democrats 
who switched over to Richard 
M. Nixon in 1972, and would 
keep about 75 per cent of those 
who voted for the 1972 
Democratic nominee, Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D. 
The surveys were conducted 
by The New York Times and 
CBS News in California and 
Ohio and by The Times in New 
Jersey . The results were 


published in The Times today. 
The Times said if these 
results were ‘‘translated into 
national scale” by November, 
the Republican Party could suf­ 
fer its largest defection since 
1964 when Sen. Barry Coldwa­ 
ter of Arizona, the Republican 
candidate, lost by a landslide 
against Lyndon B. Johnson. 
In Ohio, the survey indicated 
that the ‘‘Nixon Democrats,” 
those who switched from 
McGovern in 1972, said they 
would prefer Carter over Ford 3 
to I and over Reagan 2 to I. 
About 35 per cent of the Ford 
and Reagan Republicans in­ 
dicated they would switch to 
Carter unless their GOP choice 
is nominated in Kansas City. 
Carter appears to have locked 
up a first-ballot nomination at 
the D em ocratic National 
Convention. 
Brown reiterates he's not 
interested in No. 2 spot 


BATON ROUGE, La. (UPI) 
— California Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr., whose chances for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination have all but 
evaporated, says he is not in­ 
terested in the vice presiden­ 
tial spot.

Hays facing uphill 
battle in November 


BELLAIRE. Ohio (UPI) - 
Wayne Hays, the Democratic 
representative for Ohio’s 18th 
District since 1948, may be in 
for a tough campaign for re­ 
election in the fall as the result 
of his involvem ent in a 
Wallington sex scandal. 
Hays, who in the past has won 
nomination by wide margins, 
beat opponent Nick Kamick of 
Steubenville Tuesday by only a 
3-2 margin. 
Steubenville Mayor William 
Crabbe, Hays’ chief opponent in 
the November election „ said 
Wednesday the vote total 
showed persons in that district 
“ believe in the IO Command­ 
ments and prove it at the 
polls.” 
Hays, apparently upset over 
his comparably narrow victory, 
ordered newsmen off his 
property Wednesday by threat­ 
ening to “ call the sheriff.” 
He beat Kamick, a court 
bailiff, by a 11-4 margin in 1974. 
But charges by Elizabeth Ray, 
a former employe in one of 
Hays’ committee offices, that 
he put her on the congressional 
payroll to serve only as his mis­ 
tress apparently hurt him at the 
polls. 
“ It’s a whole new ball­ 
game,” said Crabbe, an in­ 
dependent. 
“ Hays lied to the American 
people He told people he didn’t 


have an affair and then turned 
around and admitted it. 
“This is a church and family- 
oriented area, the heartland of 
America. The people here 
believe in the IO Command­ 
ments and they prove it at the 
polls. 
“The people here will pray 
for him and so will I,” Crabbe 
said, “ but I don’t think they will 
vote for him. 
“ Hays came back here and he 
puts on a show. He tells 
everyone he is well received 
and says he gets ovations at his 
speeches. 
“ Well, he didn’t go to my 
church and get an ovation and 
he didn’t go to any church or 
synagogue in the district and 
get an ovation.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., is 
home from the hospital after 
doctors found no reason for a 
stomach upset he complained of 
earlier in the week. 
The doctors, an aide said, 
found “ nothing wrong with 
him.” 
Symington, 74, entered Be­ 
thesda Naval Hospital Monday, 
complaining of stomach upset 
and pain.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 4 to­ 
day that a public employe has 
no right to a hearing before he 
is fired unless a specific law 
provides for one. 
In another 5-4 decision, the 
court said impoverished federal 
prisoners have no right to a free 
trial transcript when they fail 
to pursue the normal appeals 
process. 
Dissenters in the employ­ 
ment case bitterly accused the 
majority of tacitly overruling a 
1974 case which held that when 
a law provides procedures for 
dismissing an employe, by im­ 
plication it affords the employe 
a constitutional right to keep 
his job unless grounds for dis­ 
missal are proven. 
But Justice John Paul Ste­ 
vens, writing for the majority, 
said a Marion, N.C., police of­ 
ficer had no right to a hearing 
before he was fired. He said the 
North Carolina Supreme Court 
had interpreted state law so 
that public employes had no 
vested “property” right to their 
job requiring a hearing. 
In addition, Stevens said the 
officer, Carl D. Bishop, lost no 
rights to liberty by suffering the 
public stigma of dismissal for 
misconduct. Stevens said the 
reasons for Bishop’s firing 
originally were communicated 
to him privately and made 
public only after Bishop filed 
suit for alleged violation of his 
civil rights. 
Earlier in the term, the 
Supreme Court said a person 
has no safeguard under the Con­ 
stitution for his reputation in 
the community. 
Referring also to that case, 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr. 
called the employment decision 
“ simply another curtailment of 


Senate rejects 
property tax 
relief bills 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate Wednesday night reject­ 
ed two measures to eliminate 
property taxes on owner- 
occupied homes and to limit 
property tax increases on such 
homes to the general rate of in­ 
flation. 
Defeated mi a 22-14 vote, five 
short of the two-thirds majority 
required, was a proposed con­ 
stitu tio n a l 
am endm ent 
(SCA54) by Sen. Peter Behr, R- 
Tiburon, abolishing the tax on 
homes. The tax boost limitation 
m easure (SCA47) by Sen. 
Jerome Smith, D-Saratoga, 
failed on a 16-17 vote. 
Behr and Smith were granted 
perm ission to have their 
measures reconsidered at a 
later date. 
Both said their proposals 
would aid low-or fixed-income 
homeowners, who are being 
forced to sell their residences 
of iftcr 


precious constitutional safe­ 
guards that marks too many re­ 
cent decisions of the court.” 
In the transcript case, Justice 
William 1^ Rehnquist said 
Congress intended to provide 
free transcripts automatically 
to impoverished federal prison­ 
ers who take their normal ap­ 
peals. 
But he said the same law 
required in a habeas corpus suit 
that a judge determine the ap­ 
peal is not “ frivolous” before 
authorizing a transcript. 
Habeas corpus actions are 
filed by prisoners after normal 
appeals are exhausted.

MacCollum failed to appeal his 


conviction on a forgery charge 
and began serving a 16-year 
prison sentence. He was denied 
a trial transcript when he filed 
a habeas corpus action claim­ 
ing his original lawyer was in­ 
competent. 
Rehnquist said MacCollum 
had neither a due process nor 
an equal protection right under 
the Constitution once the trial 
judge declared his suit frivo­ 
lous. 
Stevens, this time in dissent, 
said it was nearly impossible 
for the judge to know if Mac- 
Collum’s claims were frivolous 
since no transcript of the trial 
was made.

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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Dr. 
Joseph Emory, a convicted 
murderer and abortionist ac­ 
cused with his wife and son of 
multiple murders of newborn 
infants, was free on bail today. 
Emory, 55, his wife Harriet, 
51. and their son Alan, 32. were 
arraigned Wednesday in con­ 
nection with the deaths of 
babies born to Mexican women 
in the unlicensed clinics they 
allegedly operated. 
Bail for Emory and his wife, 
charged with IO counts of 
murder, was reduced from 
$200,000 to $50,000 and bail for 
their son, facing five counts, 
was lowered from $100,000 to 
$50,000. 
All three posted bond and 
Municipal Court Judge Antonio 
E. Chavez scheduled a prelimi­ 
nary hearing for July 12. 
The district attorney’s office 
said 25 infants died in Emory’s 
clinics in recent months, charg­ 
ing him with conducting his 
practice in such a dangerously 
unprofessional manner that it 


amounted to “ an institutional 
and systematic course of con­ 
duct” that caused many of the 
deaths. 
Investigators said most of 
Emory’s patients were Mex­ 
icans, attracted by low fees for 
what they thought would be 
medical care up to U.S. stan­ 
dards. 
Emory was convicted in 1960 
of second degree murder for the 
death of a woman who died 
following an abortion and was 
convicted with his wife in 1963 
of performing illegal abortions. 
His medical license was 
restored in 1974, and adminis­ 
trative procedures were pend­ 
ing to revoke it again when he 
was arrested.

The report on indebtedness 
covered the period up to and in­ 
cluding June 90, 1975.

School district bonds out­ 
standing total $48.1 million as of 
last June 90 and $626,000 were 
retired in 1974-75.

Carter is very much a hard, 
pragmatic politician and will 
choose a running mate who, 
besides being personally and 
philosophically compatible, can 
help him win. 
The primary trail, littered 
with his fallen opponents, offers 
some potential candidates for 
Carter. They have the advan­ 
tage of national exposure 
gained in the long series of 
primary elections. 
Among them are three 
westerners — California’s Gov.

NEW YORK (UPI) - James 
A. Farley, who helped engineer 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s rise to 
the White House four decades 
ago and emerged as the party’s 
patriarch in later years, died 
Wednesday night in his Waldorf 
Towers apartment. He was 88. 
Farley, known as “ Mr. 
Democrat” and “Gentle Jim,” 
was found dead by a maid. A 
house physician called to the 
suite pronounced him dead of 
cardiac arrest.

Police and attorneys Paul 
Armstrong and James Crowley 
stood at the rear of the am­ 
bulance to block the view. 
There was no evidence Miss 
Quinlan was connected to a 
respirator or any other life sup­ 
port system. 
The Quinlans and their 
lawyers refused comment. 
Karen’s transfer to the home 
had not been expected until the 
weekend. 
She suffered massive brain 
damage April 15, 1975, after 
taking a combination of tran­ 
quilizers and gin. She has 
remained in an “irreversible” 
coma since. 
The family believes Karen 
will never return to a cognitive 


state and last year asked the 
state Supreme Court for per­ 
mission to order an end to all 
medical treatment so she could 
die “with grace and dignity.’’ 
The court, in a March 31 rul­ 
ing, granted the Quinlans’ 
request provided attending 
physicians and a medical ethics 
comm ittee was convinced 
Karen would never regain con­ 
sciousness. 
The court said withholding 
treatment would merely be 
returning the woman to a 
“natural” state and her result­ 
ing death would not constitute 
homicide. 
Karen was moved to the nurs­ 
ing home because doctors at St. 
Clare’s refused to help the 
Quinlans carry out the court’s 
mandate. 
She will be cared for by doc­ 
tors at the nursing home under 
newly adopted guidelines of the 
Morris County Welfare Board.

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Ambulance cutoff reaction mixed

S Y. Valley Bureau 
Action by the county board of 
supervisors this week to 
eliminate payment of $72,000 
annually in subsidies to am­ 
bulance firms in Santa Bar­ 
bara, Santa Maria and Lompoc 
which conceivably could result 
in the termination of am­ 
bulance service in the Santa 
Ynez Valley by July I, is being 
met with mixed reaction. 
According to a telephone poll 
of representatives of the law 
enforcement, medical and 
health, and business sector of 
the community, the great 
majority expressed adamant 
disapproval of the supervisors’ 
decision. 
Lt. Richard Dzamba, com­ 
mander of the Buellton office of 
the California Highway Patrol 
and president of the Buellton 
Business Assn., termed the ac­ 
tion as “ an inconsiderate move 
and one which could lead to 
reduced ambulance service in 
the Santa Maria and Lompoc 
areas” should the latter two 
communities be asked to serve 
the Santa Ynez Valley. “ The 
time an ambulance from out of 
town took to get here could 
prove disastrous,” Lt. Dzamba 
said. 
Sgt. Jack Delagrave, com­ 
mander of the County sheriff’s 
department substation in 
Solvang expressed the option

that a lack of ambulance ser­ 
vice in the valley “ would be 
very hard on the people,” He 
pointed to the need of am­ 
bulance service in Solvang 
because of the great summer 
influx of visitors to the area. 
He said that the 2,500 popula­ 
tion of Solvang is boosted every 
day in the summer to between 
30,000 and 50,000 people with 
tourists flocking to the com­ 
munity from all parts of the 
country. 
Lt. Delagrave also said “ I 
don't know what our position 
would be without an ambulance 
in the valley inasmuch as we 
are usually the first ones on 
the scene.” He stressed the 
point that his men have had 
only standard first aid instruc­ 
tion and have not been trained 
to stabilize the patient, as are 
paramedics.

ministrator of the Santa Ynez 
Valley .Hospital, who attended 
the supervisors meeting Mon­ 
day with a group of other Santa 
Ynez Valley residents opposing 
the move to cut the ambulance 
subsidy, said she “was not hap­ 
py at all with the way they 
voted.” 
a 
Mrs. Jamieson said she was 
especially concerned about the 
people of the valley who might 
have need for ambulance ser­ 
vice — particularly those with 
histories of cardiac problems 
who might need the use of the 
service of an ambulance in a 
hurry for transfer to the 
hospital. 
Jerry McConnell, manager of 
the Solvang Lutheran Home and 
Santa Ynez Valley Recovery 
Residence, pointed to the fact 
that the two facilities under his 
supervision have a population 
of 115 over 65 years of age who 
might need immediate tran­ 
sportation to the valley hospital 
in case of an emergency. 
McConnell said he “ was up­ 
set” with the supervisors’ ac­ 
tion and felt it was incumbent 
upon the county to provide the 
populace of the valley and the 
myriad of visitors to the area 
with either full-time ambulance 
c a re or som e 
type of 
emergency paramedic 
ser­ 
vice. 
Dr. William B. Van Valin of 
the Santa Ynez Valley Medical 
and Dental Clinic said he felt it 
would be a futile, uphill battle 
to fight the decision. He said 
the supervisors have made up 
their minds to "cut the budget” 
and suggested the community 
exert a sense of independence 
by providing its own ambulance 
service. 
Dr. Van Valin said this, could 
be done easily through the 
Santa Ynez Valley Hospital. He 
stated he was going to recom­ 
mend to the board of directors 
of the hospital that the medical 
facility acquire its own am­ 
bulance, perhaps with the help 
of monetary aid from valley 
organizations. 
It was Dr. Van Valin’s belief 
that the hospital could hire Joe 
Fudda, who has been in charge 
of the Santa Barbara Am­ 
bulance office in Solvang for 
nine years, to run the hospital 
stationed ambulance. 


“ This is an independent com­ 
munity and should remain so. 


We should not be dependent on 
government. We were not when 
we built the hospital and we 


don’t have to be now. 
“ And, the ambulance could 
be operated on a cost basis,” he 
added. 
Jess Moore, president of the 
Solvang Business Assn., also at­ 
tended the session of the super­ 
visors and made a plea for 
retention of the subsidy.

No superstars These were 
limply a bundt of 13 and 14-year-olds, 
some competing in the high Jump for the 
first time in their lives, most of them 
busting their sneakers to clear four feet, 
two inches, or four-three, when suddenly 
from out of nowhere this slick kid here, 
Dwight Stones, no older than any of the 
others, walks over to the bar and casual­ 
ly raises it to five feet. 
Five feet! 
Who could possibly jump that? What 
was he trying to do, show off or 
something? That’s when they started 
laughing. 
“What are you all laughing about?”

Dwight's making good on junior high boasting 


Dwight Stones wanted to know. “I can 
jump it. I ve been doing it in the front 
yard of my home and I know I can. This 
is serious stuff with me. I plan to keep 
jumping in college and then go to the 
Olympic Games.” 
More laughs. 
“I’ll tell you something else, young 
Stones went on. “Within IO years I’ll 
have the world record and ITI be the 
Olympic champion.” 
No more laughs. No one even was pay­ 
ing attention anymore 
But after making his little speech that 
day in 1967, Dwight Stones cleared five 


feet and, good as his word, he broke the 
world record six years later by jumping 
7-6% He still isn’t the Olympic champ, 
but unless he breaks a leg between now 
and then, he should take care of that lit­ 
tle matter next month in Montreal. 
Making predictions has become rather 
passe in sports, chiefly because today’s 
fans are much more sophisticated than 
their fathers were. They know nobody’s 
clairvoyant enough to call the future 
with anything approaching precise ac­ 
curacy, not Muhammad All, Joe Na- 
math, John Montefusco, or Dwight 
Stones. But Stones has a better batting 
average with his predictions than any of 


them. 
Three weeks ago, at a luncheon in Los 
Angeles, he told everybody, “I am so 
strong, so fast and so ready right now 
that it’s just a matter of getting good 
competition on a good facility and I’m 
going to break the world record for 
sure.” 
Stones did it last Saturday in 
Philadelphia when he jumped seven feet, 
seven inches in the NCAA Cham­ 
pionships to wipe out his own previous 
mark. 
Only 22, Dwight Stones swiftly is 
emerging into track and field’s most 


colorful personality. He feels he can do 7- 
10% before he’s all through and has a 
way of doing what he says he will. He s 
also the best at what he does, and he 
keeps getting better all the time so how 
much more can you ask? 
The first time I saw Stones high jump 
was in Munich four years ago in the 
Olympics and even though he finished 
third there, he still was the center of at­ 
tention, partly because of the style he 
uses, flopping over the bar, and partly 
because of his personality. Some call 
him conceited because of the things he 
says, but he doesn’t come off that way to 
me. Stones also has been labeled cocky 


and obnoxious. When he talked with me 
about it from Las Vegas where he’s play­ 
ing for the Dewar’s Cup in a tennis tour­ 
nament for sports celebrities, he put it 
this way: 
“‘Cocky’ to me is a word that has a 
negative connotation. I’m such a positive 
person and I’m so outwardly self­ 
confident that it evidently bothers a few 
people for me to exude so much self­ 
confidence and enthusiasm. These peo­ 
ple would love to have the same 
qualities, but the more I exude them, the 
more they realize they can’t. So they 
simply try to get around it by calling me 
‘cocky.’ 
“As for having been called obnoxious, I 
think that was a very good adjective to 
describe my attitude in 1973 and 1974.1 
got to the point where I was having 
ridiculous arguments with my mother. 
About what? You name it. If she said 
black, I said white. When I start arguing 
with my mother, then I know I’m out in 
left field.’’

Dwight Stones do for an encore?

Stadium today. 
StoMi, the world’s No. I ranked high 
jumper for the past three years and the 
favorite at the Montreal Olympics, will 
be matched against his NCAA nemesis, 
19-year-old Central Michigan freshman 
Mike Winsor 


other field event performers who have 
established world records this year. 
Former Oregon weightman Mac Wilkins, 
who set a world mark of 232-6 in the dis­ 
cus, will be matched against the old 
world record holder and Pacific Coast 
Club teammate John Powell, who has a 
belt of 220-4. Powell’s old world mark 
was 226-8. , 
Wilkins, 25, a 6-4,257-pounder, actually 
has four world record throws this year. 
He broke Powell’s record with a 226-11 
effort at the Mt. San Antonio Relays at 
Walnut, Cauf., April 25. A week later, he 
thrice broke his own mark at the San 
Jose Relays with consecutive heaves of 
229-0, 230-5 and 232-6. 
“Winning the gold medal at Montreal 
is not necessarily the big goal,” Wilkins 
said. “It’s more important for me to do 
Alw in the high jump competition will my best than win. I’ve ialways 'ompet^J 
be Tom Woods, who set an AAU record 
of 7-5% in upsetting Stones in last year’s 
competition at Eugene, Ore. Woods has a 
best of 7-4% this year. 
A bronze medalist at the Munich Olym­ 
pics, Stones had to clear 7-7 at 
Philadelphia to win. Winsor was leading 
Stones on the least-number-of-misses 
rule after both cleared 7-5 Saturday. 
Stones held the previous world record of 
7^% 
“I understand Woods isn’t jumping 
very well right now but he’s a veteran 
and he can turn it around in a hurry,” 
said Stones. “Winsor has great potential. 
He sort of reminds me of myself when I 
was his age. In fact, he’s going to come 
out to Southern CaUfornia and train with 
me before the Olympic Games.” 
Stones, a two-time AAU winner, 
finished third behind Woods and Rory 
Kotinek in the 1975 AAU meet. 
“I definitely want my record back,” he 
said. “I want to do 7-5%.” 
The competition also will feature three 


against myself for the most part. That 
doesn’t mean I don’t like to compete 
against others.” 
America’s other two world record set­ 
ters this year were Hawaii’s Terry 
Albritton in the shot put (71-8%) and 
Earl Bell (18-7%). 
The shot put field includes former 
world record holder Al Feuerbach and 
George Woods, who has the world indoor 
best, in what Albritton calls an Olympic 
preview. 
“I think we’re going to sweep at 
Montreal,” Albritton noted. 
Steve Williams wiU head the fields in 
the IOO and 200-meter races while NCAA 
champions Ken Randle of University of 
Southern CaUfornia and Tom McLean of 
Bucknell are the favorites at 400 and 800 
meters. 
Ireland’s Eamonn Coughlan, who set 
an NCAA record of 3.37.01 last weekend 
in winning his second college title for 
Villa nova, is the favorite in the 1,500- 
meter run. Frank Shorter, who already 


has qualified to go to Montreal to defend 
his Olympic marathon crown, is entered 
in the 10,000 while Don Kardong, another 
U.S. Olympic marathon runner, will run 
in the 5,000. 
Charles Foster, the 1974 AAU cham­ 
pion who is considered America’s top 
high hurdler, will be the man to beat in 
the 110-meter high hurdles. He as done 
13.3 this season. In last year’s AAU high 
hurdles finals, Foster fell as did 
France’s Guy Drut, the Olympic 
favorite. Drut is not here this year. 
San Diego State’s Quintin Wheeler, 
who broke Ralph Mann’s NCAA record 
with a 48.55 clocking at Philadelphia, 
will test Mann, the PCC’s Jim Bolding 
and USC’s Tom Andrews in the 400- 
meter intermediate hurdles.

Ron Hooker reports that surf 
fishing at Jala ma is good, with 
lots of barred perch hitting on 
clams and mackerel. Water 
conditions are very nice on the 
south coast, not so nice on the 
north side. 
• 
Fish should be marked 
"Fragile, handle with care,” or 
perhaps "This side up” should 
appear along the back near the 
dorsal fin. 
Such a warning might be of 
interest to anglers who wish to 
return their catch to the water 
unharmed. 
Fish are delicate creatures. 
Their vulnerability to injury 
and disease is increased 
manyfold when they are caught 
and released. Incorrect handl­ 
ing before returning the fish to 
the water could create stresses 
that kill it many days later. 
The proper way to handle a 
fish is to grip it by it’s lower Up. 
To release the fish unharmed, 
leave it in the water so it has 
support for it’s body and inter­ 
nal organs. Work the hook loose 
and then let it go. 
Grabbing a fish by the middle 
and squeezing it is like signing 
it's death warrant. This tends to 
bruise the muscle tissue and 
collapse the rib cage. Also, this 
practice tends to remove the sl­ 
ime which is a protector from 
harmful bacteria. Tests have 
proven that a fish treated in 
such a manner takes as long as 
22 days to die from bacteria in­ 
fection. 
• 
With the days getting longer, 
and the calico bass fishing get­ 
ting better, Santa Barbara’s 
Sea Landing will offer a 
twilight run on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays.

Torture ship 


salutes bicentennial 


WASHINGTON - Chile s military dic­ 
tatorship is sending a torture ship to par­ 
ticipate in the U.S. bicentennial. 
The “Esmeralda” will be one of over 
200 handsome vessels from SS nations 
that will participate in "Operation Sail,” 
a seagoing salute in New York Harbor on 
the Fourth of July. 


President Ford may 
even be among the 
3,000 dignitaries who 
will review the water­ 
borne parade from the 
deck of the U.S. air­ 
c r a ft 
c a r r ie r 
Forrestal. 
Hundreds of Chilean 
men and women were 
mercilessly tortured 
aboard the Esmeralda 
following the military 
coup of September 
1973, which overthrew Marxist President 
Salvador Alleqde. 
Spokesmen for the dictatorship denied 
to us that the Esmeralda was a torture 
ship. The evidence to the contary, 
however, is overwhelming. 
In the fall of 1974, for example, the 
Organization of American States sent a 
team to Chile to investigate the status of 
human rights there. They were not per­ 
mitted to see the Esmeralda, according 
to the OAS report, on the grounds that it 
was a ‘‘military area.” They in­ 
terrogated many prisoners, however, 
whq testified with "significant un­ 
animity” that the Esmeralda was a tor­ 
ture site. 
"I was stripped to my shorts and my 
hands were handcuffed behind me” 
swore one prisoner who was aboard the 
ship, "They applied electric shock on my 
skin, on my testicles, on my chest and 
back. Also the officers who were in­ 
terrogating me hit me 50 times ... with 
their fists. All of this left me black and 
blue, as the Red Cross verified when 
they came ...” 
Another man testified that he was 
beaten with a rifle butt until "I began to 
urinate blood.” One prisoner was taken 
on the Esmeralda to an island concentra­ 
tion camp and "arrived with a piece 
burned out of his tongue.” 
Luis Vegas Contreras, a Chilean 
lawyer now living in Israel, has signed a 
sworn statement attesting to his treat­ 
ment aboard the Esmeralda. Contreras, 
once an attorney for the Chilean Ministry 
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of the Interior, said he was beaten with a 
rifle, kicked, put under a high pressure 
jet of sea water, and given electric 
shocks on his tooth fillings. 
At one point, said Contreras, he was 
told to stand over a prisoner who had 
been shocked and whose back was raw 
with wounds. "He had salt on his 
wounds, sea salt. I was forced ... to grind 
the salt with my feet so that it would 
seep into the wounds ... I had to do this 
under the pressure of blows and machine 
guns.” 
The ship. Contreras concluded, "had 
been for me and for 10,000,000 Chileans, 
the White Lady, the National Pride,” he 
wrote in his statement. "It represented 
Chilean democracy, manhood, the 
chivalry of Chilean officers and sailors. 
Today it is a torture chamber, a flagella­ 
tion chamber, a floating jail of horror, 
death, and fear to Chilean men and 
women under the hands of soldiers and 
officers who ... belong to an occupation 
army ...” 
On the Fourth of July, ironically, this 
ship of horrors will sail in honor of 
America's freedom. 
Footnote: Frank O. Braynard, general 
manager for Operation Sail, told us he 
was aware of Esmeralda’s reputation 
and was "very concerned.” But, he said, 
he was trying to make Operation Sail a 
“people-to-people effort” which avoided 
"the political.” 
G I. SERVANTS: Secretary of the 
Navy J. William Middendorft recently 
registered a mild complaint that our 
stories about the pampering of the 
military brass were unfair. 
We have now reviewed our findings. 
We have spoken to enlisted aides and 
have inspected some of their actual work 
schedules, 
We have concluded that the brass hats 
are driving around less in chauffeured 
cars and are cutting down on the 
domestic duties of their enlisted aides. 
But we found aides still cleaning 
bathrooms, scrubbing kitchen floors, 
baking cookies for their commanding of­ 
ficers’ children, sweeping ceilings, 
cleaning up after pets, tending gardens, 
making beds and doing laundry. 
These chores appear to violate 
Defense Department directives which 
state that aides should help officers only 
in the performance of official duties. But 
it is the officers’ wives, we found, more 
than the officers who use enlisted aides 
as domestic servants. 
We have seen work schedules, 
prepared by the wives, ordering the 
enlisted aides to scrub bathroom and 
basement floors, to "wash venetian 
Minds, clean windows and stove," to 
vacuum rugs and "clean under the bed.” 
Other GI servants pull weeds, trim 
hedges and spread fertilizer in their 
commanding officers’ gardens. Others 
serve as butlers, waiters and bus boys at 
the military wives’ luncheons. 
Some wives get restless when their 
servants run out of things to do. One 
wife, for example, summoned a weary 
aide in from the garden and ordered him 
to bake cookies and cakes so her children 
would have enough munchies for the 
weekend. He was rushed into the kitchen 
before he could even wash his hands 
Footnote: In recent years, Congress 
has reduced the number of authorized 
enlisted aides from 1,722 to 378. Each of 
the military chiefs is entitled to four ser­ 
vants who receive annual salaries of 
810,000 plus benefits. This means the tax­ 
payers are doling out more than $40,000 
for each chief's housecleaning and 
errand-running. A Pentagon spokesman 
said that commanding officers are com­ 
plying with departmental directives 
which regulate the performance of 
enlisted aides 


WASHINGTON - In our era of big, 
bigger, biggest in almost every depart­ 
ment. the individual must ask himself 
how much control, if any, he has over his 
own fate. That question has a gnawing 
urgency for the people in the beautiful 
unspoiled valley of the New River in 
North Carolina. 
These 3,000 people, 
living on lands settled 
by their forefathers in 
the 18th century, have 
been caught in a 
struggle between a 
giant power company 
and the intricacies of 
government, courts 
and commissions, ups 
and dow ns, hope 
deferred for 14 years. 
Their fate still hangs 
in the balance as the 
power company and 
construction workers lobby to kill con­ 
gressional action that would put 26 miles 
of the New River into North Carolina’s 
scenic river system. 
The American Electric Power Com­ 
pany of New York is the largest power 
company in the country with seven sub­ 
sidiaries of which Appalachian, covering 
part of Virginia and North Carolina, is 
one. 
The opposition that has fought the bat­ 
tle from courts to Federal Power Com­ 
mission to Congress and back again can 
show that the huge pumped storage 
project of dams and reservoirs would use 
four units of electric power to produce 
three units. 
With virtually every political force in 
North Carolina. Republican and 
Democrat, behind the opposition, it 
would seem they could not lose in this 
contest for jurisdiction over their own 
domain. But it has been a frustrating ob­ 
stacle race. 
The North Carolina General Assembly 
voted unanimously to take 26 miles of the 
river into the state’s scenic river 
system. Secretary of the Interior 
Thomas S. Kleppe used his powers to in­ 
corporate this stretch into that national 
system 
The power company had. however, an 
ace in the hole in a license from the 
Federal Power Commission to build the 
project. Opponents of the dame had ex­ 
pected that Kleppe’s action would 
overrule the license. 
The matter was carried to the Court of 
Appeals in Washington which held that 
the Power Commission license should 
prevail. This is now being appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 
It is with the Congress that the iron 
hand of big business and big labor is even 
more brazenly apparent. In 1974 both 
Senate and House approved a bill that 
would have annulled the license and put 
the river in the scenic system. Then for 
all the talk of reform a year ago, the lob­ 
byists started turning the screws on that 
last refuge of frustration and trickery, 
the House rules committee. 
Obligingly the committee complied 
with a ruling requiring a two-thirds vote. 
While the bill passed by 196 to 181 this 


was considerably short of two-thirds. 
Legislation is once again before the in­ 
terior committees of the two houses, but 
the rules committee looms larger than 
life, no matter what House and Senate 
may do. 
We have a pathetic facility for destroy­ 
ing our past. The beautiful unspoiled 
New River is one of the oldest in the 
world. IOO million years, older perhaps 
than the Nile. Dredging for dams and 
reservoirs would obliterate sites that 
archaeologists believe might produce 
some of the richest teasures ever found 
in America. Hie area was inhabited 8,000 


years before Christ. 
To oppose bigness in government is 
easy enough. That is the core of the anti- 
Washington attack which is a large part 
of Jimmy Carter’s appeal. 
To attack big business is something 
else again. American Electric Power 
had $1.6 billion in revenues in 1975. The 
company has spent large sums for adver­ 
tising campaigns attacking clean air 
proposals and laws banning strip mining. 
The company strip mines 40 per cent of 
the 33 million tons of coal it uses annual­ 
ly. This was followed by a campaign at­ 
tacking the few "influential elitists” op­ 


posing the company’s project on the New 
River. 
The interlocking force of big business 
and big labor with big government is the 
real source of power rarely attacked. 
George Meany, sitting at the top of his 
empire of building trades unions, is a 
sort of uncrowned czar deciding, in the 
latest instance, what visas will be 
granted to foreign delegations and work­ 
ing closely with a power giant if jobs 
seem to be a promise in the future. That 
is what the destiny of the New River 
hangs on and those who have fought the 
long fight are not too hopeful.
